reived such a deluge of foul Demo- 
cratic abuse as Abraham Lincoln. 
From the moment he became a figure 
in National politics until he was struck 
down by the bullet of a Democratic 
assassin he heard from the Democratic 
party only the language of hatred, 
contempt and derision. He never an- 
nounced a purpose or a .policy that the 
Democratic party did not antagonize 
with a ribaldry of epithet never equaled 
before or since.

It had had a full opportuntty to be- 
come acquainted with Lincoln's good 
points, if ready to admit that any ex- 
isted. That Convention mot on Au- 
gust :29th. The battle of Gettysburg 
had bten won. Vicksburg had sur- 
rendered. Atlanta and Richmond 
were besieged. President Lim OUt war. 
within less than eight months of his 
tragic end. It was the last chance of 
the Democratic party to offer him any 
token of respect. What it did was to 
declare that there had been "four years 
of failure to restore the I'nion by the 
experiment of war, during which, un- 
der the pretense of a military neces- 
sity, or wax power higher than the 
Constitution, the Constitution itself 
had been disregarded in every part, 
and public liberty and private right 
alike trodden down and the material 
prosperity of the country essentially 
impaired." The same platform de- j 
nounced the President's action in the 
border states as revolutionary; his war 
policy as an "administrative usurpa- 
tion of extraordinary and dangerous 
powers" and the treatment of prisoners 
as a "shameful disregard of duty." 
Not one syllable of anything except 
denunciation was offered President 
Lincoln by that Democratic National 
Convention, though he had been bear- 
ing the colossal cares of the War to 
the Union for nearly four

This has been the object of the ne- 
gotiations of the last few days and 
the Kussian note and the I'nited 
States response were but part* of the 
general plan. 

In responding to the Russian note 
as it did the United States govern- 
ment at tiled itself at the opportunity 
of directly inviting the remaining 
DOWert to express their desires in the 
matter of a settlement, or rather to 

Indicate how, In their Judgment, peace 

negotiation* could be thus instituted. 
This note is calculated to secure I 
full disclosure of the intentions of 
the powers, if the inquiry is met by 
them In the frank spirit in which it 
was conceived by the United States 
government. The diltieulty appre- 
hended now In reaching ■ settlement 
lies in the intentional delay ut:d pro- 
crastination on the part of any power 
which la Concealing its true purpose 
and does not desire to avoid a formal 
ar. 

It is still the policy of the United 
Staee, as expressed in the note of 
July 8, to secure order in China. If 
there should appear in Peking mem- 
bers of the Chinese government who 
duly authorized to orgunize a 
government and could do so, with 
he prospect of restoring order 
hroughout the cmpiro, it would be 
considered as a movement on the 
part of China towards carrying out 
the demands of the United State*. 
This government might then consid- 
er the advisability of withdrawing 
troops from the capital, especially if 
this action would tend towards the 
i pacification of China. 

The action of the Japanese govern- 
ment In withdrawing from Amoy the 
troops or marines which hsve aroused 
the suspicion of the European powers 
has done much to clarify the situa- 
tion.
